The Aaggkttu four-mas ted schooner 
Puritau is the latest addition to the lung 
list of shipwrecks which have won for 
the rugged shore of the west mast of 
YabcoUvtr Island an unenviable reputa¬ 
tion in marine rircfco— The vessel is a 
complete wreck near the spot where 
some eleven mouth* ago the khtp Janet 
Cowan went ashore. Happily* this hot* 
est ships reck was not attended with 
loss of life such as marked the disas¬ 
ter to the Janet Cowan. .Captain C. H. 
Atwood and hi* crew of nine men after 
spendiuf some ten hours on the wreck, 
with the wares dashing over them, re¬ 
ceived as s is t a nce from two Indians, and 
succeeded in getting to shore. They 
were all brought to the city this mom- 
inn l>y Mr. TW. ttaykiu. of tin Car- 
uiannh lighthouse. - 
Captain Atwood, who is an experienc'd 
navigator, and wbo baa besn engaged in 
the coasting trade fur the last thirty 
years without any previous accident, re¬ 
ports that the Puritan left Han Fran- 
cisco for Tort Gamble at 5 p.m. on the 
3th Inst.

The men, to avoid 
being washed overboard, lashed them¬ 
selves to the rigging and watched, be¬ 
tween seas, for in opportunity to float 
a Une ashore or a jigger gaff. These 
efforts to secure a rope connection with 
the shore proved unsucc«>safnl; the dla- 
tance was too great and the undertow 
too strong. About an h»»nr after tin* 
schooner struck tb«* fog lifte«l and Car- 
mu ns h light «v*ul*l be se«*u, and soon the 
fog horn rpM lie beard. 

Abnnt eight o’clock two Indians w«*r« 
'• Mi on the Is-sch. They waited for low 
tide and then succeeded in getting on a 
hdge of rook nearer the vessel.
